PROMINENT PIONEER 
DIES AT RESIDENCE 


Robort Jefferson Pollard, one of th« 
beat-known pioneers and orchardists of 
the Covina valley, died early on Mon­ 
day morning of this week, September 
23, of Bright's disease, death occurring 
at the old homestead on tbo San Ber­ 
nardino road. He was in his seventy- 
sixth year, being born in Alabama in 
1842. 


The funeral, on Wednesday afternoon, 
held in the Christian church, of which 
the deceased was for many years an 
official member, was attended by a largo 
number of the older residents of the 
valley, and in the absence of the regular 
pastor, Rev. J. W. Utter, was impres­ 
sively conducted by the Rev. O. W. 
Conley, now of Ontario, but formorlj 
pastor of this church, and for many 
years an intimate friend of the family. 
Appropriate hymns were sung by Miss 
Eveline Utter. The interment was in 
Oakdale cemetery, the services being in 
charge of Mr. W. Q. Custer. Many beau­ 
tiful floral tributes were laid on the 
grave. 


The pallbearers were all members of 
the Christian church, Elmer Thomason, 
J. 0. Houser, Charles Menefce, Ed Kcl- 
lar, W. T. Kcllar, and A. M. Seeley. 


Mr. Pollard spent his boyhood and 
early manhood in Alabama and Texas, 
engaging in business as a carpenter and 
contractor. 
In 1868 he moved 
from 
Texas to California, by way of New 
York and the Isthmus of Panama. On 
arriving at San Pedro he drove by 
stage to Los Angeles, there being no 
railroad connecting the straggling vil- 
lago of those days with the seaboard. 
He then settled at Downey, where on 
February 4th, 1871, ho married Miss 
Sue A. Reynolds, daughter of Mr., and 
Mrs. C. A. Reynolds, a well-known pio­ 
neer family of Downey which had mov­ 
ed in those early days from Arkansas. 
To-this union were born four children, 
three of whom survive, Robert C. Pol­ 
lard, Mrs, Lennie L. Obert, and William 
R. Pollard, all of Los Angeles. 


On February 4th, 1874, three years 
after the date of their marriage, Mr. 
and Mrs. Pollard moved to what is now

J. STITT WILSON IN ROUSING SPEECH 
L DENOUNCES EVIL OF LIQUOR TRAFFIC

At a meeting held in the Covina 
high school on Monday night, under 
the auspices of the W. C. T. U. Mr. J. 
Stitt Wilson, one of the best speakers 
in California, was introduced to an ap­ 
preciative audionce by Mrs. Mary M. 
Coman, local chairman of the move­ 
ment. 


Mr. Wilson, speaking from the floor, 
made the statement that public'opinion 
on the liquor question had changed 
since his active campaign in* 1914 and 
1910, insomuch as at that time interest 
was more active in regulating^ the sale 
of liquor than in its total .elimination. 


He urged the consolidation of the 
tomperance voto to do away with the 
booze-soddon 
localities 
still 
running 
rampant'in the state. He asked if food 
was to win tho war, why waste 1,890,- 
000,000 pounds of grain used in its 
production in the browing of beer? If 
coal will win the war, why waste 0,000,- 
000 tons per year in tho manufacture of 
booze t, He made the statement 
that 
four trainloads of boor loft Milwaukee 
every night, and this at a time when 
tho government needed' all its resources 
in froight 
cars for the transport of 
nocossary commodities. 


Tho money spent on boozo would fi­ 
nance the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., and 
several other movemonts for the entire 
nation. In 1915 President Elliot of 
Harvard university made tho prophecy 
that 
tho debauching of 
civilization 
would go out like a total oclipso, after 
which the world would enter a now era 
of morality, which would rise like the 
phoonix from its ashes. 


Liquor can show nothing done for 
the progross of the human race, but 
looms up largoly as a hindrance to civ­ 
ilisation. 
The driving of the liquor 
traffic from the land is not the sole con­ 
cern of the W. C. T. U., the Anti-Sal- 
Joon t«aguo and the other organiza­ 
tions, but the business of every voter in 
tho nation. We cannot be one hundred 


per cent patriotic with the saloon in our 
midst. 


When the liquor traffic was running 
uncontrolled, 3,733,000 pounds of sugar 
wore used in California alone for the 
manufacture of intoxicants. 


Changing from the liquor question to 
tho war and its demands, Mr. Wilson 
mado the statement that one ship in 
every eleven minutes was sailing from 
American ports as the result of the 
wonderful efficiency of the government 
in speoding up shipbuilding. Never in 
tho history of the world has such pro­ 
gress been made in all fields of endea­ 
vor as in the United States during tho 
last year and a half. Ho compared the 
lending of money to the government 
in tho form of Liberty bonds to a man 
taking his money out of one pockot and 
putting it into the other, paying himself 
four and a half per cont by tho procoss. 
This was given as an illustration of his 
confidence in the soundness of Liberty 
bond investments. 


Mr. Wilson warned his audionce . of 
the cunning of Germany, using Austria 
as a catspaw in tho new'so-called peace 
proposal. Tho smell of sauor kraut was 
so strong that it was impossible to dis­ 
guise tbo fact that it was made in Ger­ 
many. 


Tho mooting closed with a collection 
in cash and pledgos of over fifty dollars 
for tho W. C. T. U. to bo used in tho 
next campaign, and tho appointment of 
a local committee to boost tho bone- 
dry amendment. 


At tho close of tho lecture a commit- 
too designed to contralize and crystal- 
lizo all the forces which aro working 
for tho dry campaign in Covina, and 
whtah will be known as the Campaign 
League, was choson.

oor .producers will be limited to the 
home market, and 
this would 
mean, 
first, 
overproduction, 
then 
a 
slowing 
up of industry, and finally stagnation 
and "the hardest times this country has 
ever known. Before the war our pro­ 
ducts -were being acrried by 
foreign- 
owned vessels. "We intrusted our trade 
affairs to middlemen who were subjects 
of foreign countries. As a result, our 
foreign 
markets were limited and 
at 
the mercy 
of competitors. 
The only 
cargo space we could.get 
wasi what 
the foreign-owned vessels had to spare. 
Foreign 
middle-men 
advanced 
their 
own country's products, and put our

The encounter resulted in the 
death 
of the oldest of the bandits, the wound­ 
ing of another, and the serious wound­ 
ing of one of the sheriffs. The scene of j 
the dramatic incident was at the inter­ 
section ,of the Pico road and the Pomo­ 
na bouevard. 


The dead man is Charles Hora, '56 
years old, a machinist of No. 7.32 East 
Fifty-third 
street, Los 
Angeles. 
He 
was killed almost instantly by Deputy 
Sheriff 
Modic when he attempted 
to 
prevent the officer from going to the 
help of Deputy Sheriff Cleveland as he 
battled for life with Frank Hora and 
Arthur 
Hora, the othpr 
two 
bandit 
suspects, in the back of their automo­ 
bile. Cleveland, though almost uncon­ 
scious from blows on the head, suc­ 
ceeded in holding off his assailants un­ 
til Modie could reach his side, and at 
the point of n shot-gun's muzzle, sub­ 
due Frank Horn, the only nlleged ban­ 
dit to escape unhurt. 


The father-bandit's 
death 
was 
his 
fulfillment of a pact made by the trio 
•when they started out on their grim 
business the night before. 
His 
two 
sons, one from his cot at the county 
hospital, and the other from a cell at 
tho county jail, told of the promise 
made to each other to fight their way 
to freedom or death in the event they 
•wore arrested, and recited the details 
of what the officers say is one of the 
most daring and unique crime records 
in the annals of the county. 
- The fight took place on a side road, 
about two miles cast 
of 
El 
Monte, 
while the two officers, after 
placing 
the trio under arreBt on suspicion of 
being the bandits they were 
looking 
for, were taking them to Los Angeles. 


Modie and Cleveland, speeding from 
Los Angeles in answer to a call from 
Riverside, 
first 
caught 
sight of 
the 
bandit 
car just near the El 
Monte 
bridge. 
The bandits, after robbing a 
party of motorists in the Cajon Pass, 
and then, holding up a .party of Los 
Angeles mon on the way home from a 
bunting trip near Eiverside, were go­ 
ing toward tho city. 


The bandit car was tho first to reach 
the Pico road, and turned south. 
The 
officers, turnod in after them, and soon 
got close enough to observe the auto 
did not carry a license plate on the 
back,and answered the description of 
the bandit car used in the Riverside 
holdup. 


Overtaking the strange car, the dep­ 
uties ordered tho driver to stop. Frank 
Hora, 18 years old, was at the wheel, 
attempted to outdistance the 
sheriff's 
car, but 
was unsuccessful 
After 
a 
second command he came to a stop, 
> while the officers covered the trio with 
their guns and commanded Arthur Ho­ 
ra to get out. 


Modie searched the youth, and found 
in his pocket a loaded automatic pis­ 
tol with two extra clips of shells. Tho 
driver was the next man to got out of 
the car, and was also searched and his 
gun taken away. 


It was while the officers were search­ 
ing his sons that Charles Hora, the fa­ 
ther, took his gun out of his pocket 
and slid it back, of the seat cushion 
for further use. In tho back part of tho 
automobile the officers found the rifles 
and two bags of shells the 
bandits 
took away in the Riverside robbery. 


The officers decided to have Frank 
Hora drive his own car, with his broth­ 
er in tho front seat, and Cleveland in 
the back seat watching thorn., The fa­ 
ther was placed in the police automo­ 
bile. Just before the two automobiles 
reached the main road, Arthur Hora lo­ 
cated the gun left by his father. Grip­ 
ping it in his hand, with his move­ 
ments concealed by the foggy darkness, 
he half turned toward Cleveland, who 
»at in the back, gun in hand, and ask­ 
ed for a match. 


" I l l let you have a match when we 
get to El Monte," the officer replied. 


"Give it to me now," the bandit 
repeated, and made a motion as >if to 
reach for it. In his hand, however, was 
the gun, and the next instant he fired 
at Cleveland, less than three feet away. 


The first bullet grazed the 
officer's 
lip, and the second one passed less than 
an inch from his chest. 
At the same 
time, Frank Hora, driving the car with 
one hand, reached back and struck at 
Cleveland, while his brother leaped in­ 
to the pack seat and locked his arms 
around the officer. 


Cleveland finally succeeded in turn­ 
ing the bandit's gun, and the four shots 
that came in quick succession just as 
Modie passed the bandit car and caus­ 
ed it to stop, found their mark in the 
. bandit's own leg. 


As Modie rushed toward his partner, 
Arthur Hora half rose and stuck bis 
head outside the car. Without a mo­ 
ment 'a hesitation Modie shot at him, 
the spray of shot hitting the youthful 
bandit on the aide of the face 
and 
putting him out of the battle for a 
time. 


Frank Hora, in the meantime, suc­ 
ceeded in finding Cleveland's gun, and 
gassed it to MM father, who ran to the 


he pulled the trigger of the sawed-off 
shotgun, 
"shooting 
from 
the 
h i p . " 
The father fell mortally wounded. 


Frank 
Hora, tho youngest 
of 
tho 
three, rolled under the automobile and 
picking up the gun that fell from his 
father's grasp, waited for his chance 
to take the lives of the officers. 


But 
Modic 
discovered 
him 
and 
brought the muzzle of the shotgun near. 
" G e t out of there or I'll kill you," he 
commanded him, and Hora did. 


With the assistance of some motorists 
from the main boulevard, the injured 
were taken to El Monte. Charles Hora 
died on the way. The younger man was 
taken to the county hospital.

I n Covino Mr. Pollard followed
